Maharg, Unionist, of Maple Creek, Sask., Gives Plain Warning to 
' Government—Says ‘‘Western Canada Has Reached End of Its

OTTAWA, March 17,—The Western 
viewpoint on the tariff was strongly 
‘put in the commons today by J. A. 

faharg, Unionist member for Maple 
‘Creek, and president of the Saskat- 
‘chewan Grain Growers. After as- 
‘serting that the farmers of the West 
jhave no intention of tying themselves 
up with any political party, or even 
with the Union government, Mr. Ma- 
harg advises the government to give 
¢houghtful considefation to the plat- 
form of the Canadian Council of Ag- 
yriculture. 

“We have got to the end of our rope 

ms far as Western Canada is concern- 
ed,” was an expression used by Mr. 
Maharg, who closed his tariff remarks 
iwith a prediction that if the govern- 
ment does not do something to meet 
tthe views of the West, there will be 
‘resignations and by-elections before 
next session. 
' Mr. Maharg predicted that there 
‘would be a decrease in the acreage 
sown to wheat in the West if prices 
‘were not fixed. 

Mr. Maharg said it would be well 

for the government and members of 
the house to keep their ears very close 
to the ground, There was a great 
eal of discontent in th® country, not 
only among agriculturists, but among 
fconsumers. In order to avoid seri- 
ous consequences, he would say re- 
fwarding the budget that he expected 
‘something of a rather generous nat- 
‘ure, insofar as the reduction of tariff 
fwas concerned, 
6 Last year they were prepared to 
‘give the Union government every op- 
\portunity to devote its entire atten- 
‘tion to the war, and they did not ex- 
pect the tariff to be dealt with, but 
now the war was over. They had 
come back again this session and were 
now asked to leave the tariff until re- 
qeonstruction was over. 


Asking Too Much 

“That is asking too much,” said 
Mr. Maharg, emphatically. He etated 
positively that there could be no de- 
lay. 

He said the reconstruction commit- 
ytee had an Eastern and a Western 
emethod of campaign.

West has promises enough from the 
different parties. There wae no use 
in any government going back to 
Western Canada with promises, The 
government must at least have 
demonstrated its sincerity by taking 
action, he said. 

Mr. Maharg compared the per cap- 
ita tax from tariff in the United 
States with that in Canada. In the 
United States it was about $2.11; in 
Canada it was $18.45. 

He discussed in some detail the in- 
ternational situation in regard 
wheat. At the beginning of the pres- 
ent year there was a large surplus of 
wheat in the world, but the stocks 
were going fast. It would be neces- 
sary for Canada to produce all the 
wheat possible. Something therefore, 
would have to be done to. aetabilize 
prices. 

“The government,” Mr. Maharg de- 
clared, “has got to do something, 
whether by way of fixing prices or 
absolutely prohibiting speculation. I 
think there is only one way to do it— 
by fixing prices. 
matter to prevent speculation. The 
only successful way we have ever had 
has been by fixing the price.” 


Decrease in Acreage 

Unless the government took action 
to ineure fair prices for the Western 
farmer, there will be a serious dan- 
ger, said Mr. Maharg, of a very ma- 
terial decrease in the acreage which 
would be sown to wheat. Seed was 
expensive and the farmers were not 
going to take a chance sowing large

Mr. Maharg stated that since 1915 


the crops throughout the West had/ Rhineland and to Holland's claims to 


been very moderate and some farm- 
ers had been making very little 
money. The allegation that West- 
erners were making big profits out 
of the war was untrue. 

Before the war, said the speaker, 
farmers were leaving the farms of 
Western Canada. The war has halted 
this exodus because the farmers felt 
that they would get higher prices for 
their products. They had remained 
on the farm, but their work must re- 
ceive an adequate return. “Unless 
something is done to bring them re- 
lief,” said the speaker in_ closing, 
“the government will have some by- 
elections on its hands before the next 
general election.” 

Meighen on Defensive 

The debate on the address was re- 
sumed, when the house met, by Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, minister of interior. 
Mr. Meighen made a defence of the 
attitude assumed by the government 
in connection with the title question. 

Referring to Mr. Fielding’s criti- 
cisms of the War Times Elections act, 
Mr. Meighen said he had drafted it, 
and he had no regrets to express.

Tom Moore, Labor Leader, Warns 
the Toronto Canadian 
Club 
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TORONTO, March 17.—"T tell you 
if you are content to wait until revo- 
lution has taken place you will have 
the upheaval in Canada as well as 
they had it in Russia and everywhere 
else." So declared Tom Moore presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada in an address to the Cana- 
dian Club here today, speaking on the 
subject of “Indstrial Unrest of the 
Present Day.” 

President Moore said: “I know the 
temper of labor, and I know that ft 
is one that insists that it shall reap 
a fuller reward for its share of indus- 
try. I am not afraid of unrest, I 
rather welcome unrest. But we wart 
to see unrest of a practical nature. But 
unfortunately today not mill unrest 
is being diverted into channels of ccn- 
struction. 

“However, Iam optimistic about the 
situation and believe that a better civi- 
liation is in prospect but before this 
ean be arrived at the minds of many 
of our citizens myst be changed and 
the old antagonisms destroyed. 

“Happineas shall be the measure 
of efficency for the future.” 

“What steps can be taken to this 
end? The first need is to relies2 the 
worker of some of his toil. It is the 
worker who should profit by the im- 
provements of machinery and modern 
industry.” 

For the adjustment of differences 
between capital and labor Mr. Moore 
approved of the principle and epirit 
of the Whitley industrial councils of 
Great Britain. ‘I do not agree with 


Hon. MacKenzie King in regard to 
the partners of industry—‘he four- 
fold basis of industry,” said he. “I 


look on industry as being Jiviled be- 
tween employer and employes. There 
is no further division.” 


DUPLICATE-CABLE.. 
‘ TO AUSTRALIA : 
IS DEMANDED 


VANCOUVER, March 17—Vigorous 
representations are being made by 
Canadian and American business in- 
terests as well as by leading Austral- 
jane to the Pacific Cable Board for a 
duplicate cable from Vancouver to 
Australia. 


During the war the cables to Aus- 
tralia have been greatly overtaxed and 
business now shows a sign of declin- 
ing. There are two main routes to 
Australia, the present alternate being 
from London by the Eastern Exten- 
sion Company through the Mediter- 
ranean and Red Sea. It is learned in 
Vancouver today that the Marconi 
Company has submitted a proposal to 
Australian newspapers to send a Brit- 
ish news service to them on a ten-year 
contract at 50 cents a word.

Before the adjournment of the legis- 
lature Monday evening, the leader of 
the opposition drew attention to the 
reported withdrawal of free railway 
transportation on hay shipments from 
the north country.

The expenditure of over $4,000,000 in the construction of new 
buildings, telephone lines and many other forms of public works in 
the province during the present year by the government of Alberta 
was announced and outlined in the legislature Monday afternoon in 


the course of a most comprehensi 


ve speech of Hon. C. R. Mitchell, 


provincial treasurer, in presenting his sixth annual budget to the 


house. 


The total amount to be voted under the Appropriation Act of 


1919 was given as $3,985,850. 
The maintenance of the suppl 


ementary revenue tax during the 


present year was explained as highly necessary by Mr. Mitchell, it 


being expected to raise $1,100,000 
will now be no appropriation for t 
last year.

From figures given in detail by 
Mr. Mitchell the revenue from al! 


sources for the year is estimated to be 
$9,362,470.88, which is to be almost 
entirely utilized in proposed expen- 
ditures expected to amount to $9,343,- 
309.62, It will ehow that the estimated 
surplus of only $19,161.26 was based 
on the most conservative calculation 
of all collectable revenue, “We may 
be criticised for not spending more,” 
said Mr. Mitchell, “but it is shown 
most emphatically that the govern- 
ment in every department has practic- 
ally gone the limit in providing for 
essential expansion but until the tide 
of immigration has begun to flow we 
must be careful of our expenditure 
and keep within safe financial bounds.’

Debt and Assets 

Mr. Mitchell snowed in his figuree 
that while the total public debt of 
the province stands at $31,500,000, 
the total assets behind the government 
} reached the sum of $135,952,500 and 
of the liabilities a total of $13,500,000 
was compriéed of revenue producing 
items and systems which took this 
Armount out of public consideration so 
far as annual charges were concern- 
ed Therefore the amount upon which 
interest and all other charges had to 


be met was $18,000.000,000 a year in 
round figures 
As to what had been done for agri 


culture, Mr Mitchell said that in- 
cluding this year the government 
would have stood security for over 
$3,000 000 in seed grain advances 
since 1914. To this total could be ad- 
ded another $10,000,000 for advances 
under the “cow bill,” of 1917, making 


approximately $4,000,000 which the 


| government had caused to be advanc- 


ed for the aid of agriculture during 
the term of the war in these uwo lines 
alone, 

It was pointed out by the provincial 
treasurer that the government must 
take into account the very probable 
comtingency that after-the-war prob- 
lems and re-establishment would be 
j still partialiy unsolved in 1920 and 
(nereftore the government had to be 
prepared to meet these problems with 
another year’s heavy expenditure, If 
this were not so pressingly evident 
j}the governmént would throw’ even 
| greater financial! energy into the con- 
struction Osram Of the present year. 
But Mr. Mitchell asked oritics of the 
government to bear in mind that the 
cabinet was prepared to meet every 
need of public expenditure during 
1919 that was possible on the baeis 
of revenue. 

Collections Difficult 

“T trust that the current year wiil 
be the first of a series chat will be able 
to show a real surplus for the pro- 
vinee, even though it be but nominal,” 
said Mr, Mitchell. However the min- 
ister went on to show how difficult it 
was to collect all the revenues decided 
upon in the budget. While there was 
no trouble in collecting the federal 
subsidies and the corporation taxes 
ete., the collection of the land taxes 
depended very materially upon the 
seasons, The government must de- 
pend on the taxes to be paid at wi, 
as the only method of collection was 
by way of enforcements and tax sa'oxn 
after,a certain lapse of time. The leg- 
isiation of the session would prov 
means of making this collection more 
prompt, but the municipalities had to 
be depended upon to collect in the 
main, and the government was unable 
to proceed more rapidly than the 
methods of the municipal councils 


permitted. 

The itemized statements tabled by 
Mr. Mitchell shows thar the receipts 
from telephones will reach $1,625,000 
and the proceeds from loans to rail- 
ways, etc.,, brings the total for the 
revenue up to $3,626,- 
000. 

In the department of municipal af-

Will Remove Inequalities, 

Thies principle when established 
should have the effect of equalling 
and distributing the taxation so as to 
remove in large measure certain in- 
equalities and hardships which to 
sume extent now prevail, 

While it is true that the Provinee 
will no longer be called upon to collect 
and pay over the large sums of money 
heretofore contributed to the Cana- 
dian Patriotic fund, which provided 
for the dependents of those who have 
paid more than their share in the 
sacrifices incident to the war, this ob- 
igation having recently and quite pro- 
perly been assumed by the federal 
authorities, and to that extent having

The constitution of the League 
of Nations must be ratified by the 
parliaments of the countries con- | 
cerned before the League is finally 
established. ‘With whatever mo- 
tive, there is being made a deter- 
mined attempt to prejudice the 
public of Canada in favor of the 
constitution of the League as now 
proposed, and thereby to prevent 
discussion of that constitution on 
its merits and a fair decision as 
to whether the powers and res- 
ponsibilities of the League are 
satisfactory or require modifica- 
tion. 

The gratuitous suggestion is 
even offered that any one who) 
questions the advisability of all 
the clauses and sub-clauses of the | 
constitution as now proposed may 
be suspected of pro-German senti- | 
ment, The retort is obvious that | 
any German or pro-German who 
can think of any way in which the 
constitution of the League of Na- 
tions could be amended 80 as to 
make it more favorable to the 
future development’ of Hun-ism 
than it now is would be a genius. 

To suggest, as is done, that the | 
world’s choice is to accept the 
constitution of the League of Na- 
tions as it stands or to invite an | 
era of world anarchy, is self- | 
evident nonsense, There was no 
era of world anarchy—although 
there was no League of Nations 
under this proposed constitution— 
until 1914, when Germany struck 
for world power. And Germany 
struck for world power in de- 
fiance of a treaty just as solemn 
and binding as the constitution of 
the League of Nations, and know- 
ing that a violation of that treaty 
meant the eventual array against 
Germany of the whole civilized 
world. ; 

What would Germany have 
cared in 1914 for a League of dis- 
armed nations? And what do 
Lenine and Trotsky at this mo- 
ment care for the Peace Confer- 
encce that is sitting in Paris mak- 
ing paper plans for the perpetual 
preservation of peace by lead) 
pencils. The Bolshevik leaders 
have refused to even enter into 
negotiations with the Peace Con- 
ference; thereby declaring that 
they do not require any benedic- 
tion at the hands of the delegates 
to carry on their propaganda of 
world revolution and plunder, and 
that they fear the projected, 
League of Unarmed Nations quite | 


as little as Germany feared the 
united strength of armed civiliza- 
tion five years ago, 

The world was not the abode of 
anarchy until Germany launched 
its blow for world power. It was | 
a world of settled and ordered 
government, under which people | 
pursued the normal activities of 
life in security and friendship, 
each nation developing its peculiar 
talent and genius and its resources | 
along lines which seemed to it 
good. It is sheer denial of fact to | 
question that the greatest instru- 
ment for preserving peace and 
order throughout the world for 
the generations gone was the 
dominant British fleet; a power 
ready, and known to be ready, to 
strike wherever humer liberty was | 
threatened, and powerful enough 
when thrown into the seale to de- 
cide the issue as between any 
thinkable combination of world 
powers, 

Whatever the purpose and 
wherever the source of the League | 
of Nations scheme as now conceiv- 
ed, the immediate and outstand- 
ing effect of the adoption of the 
sonstitution as it stands would be 
the utter destruction of the dom- 
nance of the British navy. Under 
his constitution Great Britain 
could not add a torpedo boat or a 
third-elass eruiser to its fleet with 
out getting the consent of the 
ether nations, from the least to 


the greatest. To suggest that this 
bulwark of the British Empire 
should: be thrown on the scrap 
heap, and this most powerful 
peace-maker that the world has 
ever known should be destroyed, 
is surely a proposition of such 
serious moment as to be worthy 
of consideration on its merita— 
and not one to be camoflauged by 
nonsense about the danger of the 
world being plunged into anarchy 
if the British navy continues to 
keep the seas, as it has done in 
days gone by. 

It is not to be forgotten that the 
Peace Conference which evolved 
this proposal to destroy the Brit- 
ish navy is also the Peace Confer- 
ence which does not conceive that 
civilized humanity has any moral 
obligation or any material interest 
in smashing the power of Bolshe- 
vism in Russia, and which even 
Eropcsed to make Lenine and 

rotsky partners in its contem- 
plated arrangement of the mil- 
leneum. If the toleration of the 
conditions which now prevail in 
Russia, and of the campaign to 
extend these conditions into every 
part of the world, is the ideal to- 
ward which the authors of the 
League of Nations are working, 
then the allegation of pro-Hun 
sympathies thrown at those who 
criticise the Peace Conference and 
the proposed constitution of the 
League comes with very bad grace 
from supporters of that program. 
It is for those who purpose to des- 
troy the British navy, and to per- 
manently establish Bolshevism in 
northern Europe, to explain where 
they get the license to call any- 
body but themselves pro-Hun. 


Party Before Public. 


R. Li, Richardson, Unionist mem- 
ber of Parliament for Springfield, 
Manitoba, has been expressing the 
views and intentions of the West- 
ern Unionist members on the ques- 
tion of the tariff. The Western 
people, he says, are ‘«desperate’’ 
in their resolution that the tariff 
must come down. The Western 
members are strong enough in 
numbers to force a reduction in 
the tariff by threatening to with- 
draw their support from the Gov- 
ernment, But this, Mr. Richard- 
son says, they have no intention 
of doing.

The Poiice Commission | 


The city council can not be con- 
gratulated on its latest move re- 
garding changes in control of the 
police force, Either we want a 
change or we do not. The council 
specifically declines to take the 
responsibility of asking a change 
but makes certain suggestions to 
the legislature in case that body 
decides to make a change. Why 
should the legislature make a 
change without a reason? And if 
| the council has no reason why 
should it suggest change? 

It is an accepted view that con- 
trol of a city police force must be 
kept out of civic politics if there 
is to be police efficiency and the 
private citizen is to have that pro- 
tection to himself and his family to 
which he is entitled. We have 
police control entirely removed 
from civic politics. The question 
as to the efficiency of police work 
under that control was brought up 
and threshed out very thoroughly 
a short time ago with the result 
that there was shown to be a con- 
dition of actual efficiency that 
compared more than favorably 
with that of any other Western 
city. The council recognizes this 
fact in declining to recommend & 
change. It is the hope of the law- 
abiding citizens—who after all are 
in a large majority—that no 
change will be made. : 

As to the suggested change offer- 
ed by the council, it is a change 
from statutory appointment as at 


as proposed. At present the police 
magistrate for the city and the 
senior district court judge, with 
the mayor for the time being, con- 
stitute the commission. The council 
proposal is that the mayor shall 
continue to be a member and that 
the Supreme court shall appoint a 
member of the city eouncil and a 
private citizen as the two other 
members of the commission. It is 
difficult to see what good ob- 
ject is to be served by the suggest- 
ed change. 

If democratic control is wanted, 
appointment by the Supreme court 
is even less democratic than ap- 
pointment by statute of the legis- 
lature. If, however, it is desired to 
get away from the strict and im- 

artial administration of the law
